East St. Louis. Feb. 21.—A fire in the center of the business district 


early today caused a property damage of more than $500,000 and the entire 


business section was thro*vn into darkness when the intense heat of the 


burning building caused the electric cables to melt. 
Apartment houses and 


hotels near the fire district were thrown into panic. 


The greater part of four city block* culminating at the intersection of 


St. Louis and Collinsville avenues w ere destroyed by th * fire which fol­ 


lowed an explosion in thekum iture store owned by Ziegenheim Bros. Co. 


Immediately after the arfival of the firemen the building collapsed and 


flames spread to buildings across the street. 
Two theaters were destroy­ 


ed, which one hour before had housed many hundreds of people.

A slag road, it is claimed, will wear] 
well for 10 years, or perhaps longer, 
and by that time, the commissioners 
say, the bonds wil be paid off and 
then, if the county wishes to lay a 
brick or concrete road, the fouudatlon 
Is already there.

We have found aome of 
their dead with cakes of chocolate be­ 
tween their finger*.
